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Ogden Railway Shops Maintain 
Own Apprenticeship School 

Boy With Technical School Training Entering Shops To 
Learn a Trade Of the Railway Industry Has 
Decided Advantage Over Boy Without 


The most important adjunct in 
entering Ogden Shops to learn a 
trade of the railway industry is 
the Apprenticeship School in which 
is taught the mechanics of the loco¬ 
motive assembly and the theory oi 
Steam dynamics. In Ogden Shops 
a boy with mechanical inclinations 
v, ill find a place where he can 
profit by his ability. Among the 
950 employees of the shops are 
craftsmen of every kind; metal 
workers, wood-workers and drafst- 
men, thus allowing a boy to special¬ 
ize along any line of work he 
desires. 

A person must foe under 18 to 
enter the Shops. If his application 
is accepted, he writes an entrance 
examination based on the simple 
fundamentals of arithmetic. If he 
receives sufficient marks in this 
examination, he enters the shop 
vhere he spends eight hours daily 
1 arn : ng his trade from the ground 
up. 

For the first year the apprentice 
spends two hours a week in th< 
school and for the second and third 
years, four hours weekly. Here the 
bov learns the craft in which h' 
v ishes to speeiali-e and the meth- 
o Is of running different machines 
expertly. While in the shop and 
school, an accurate record of the 
hoy’s progress is kept. The ap¬ 
prentices are taught in groups o 
about sixty persons. In the shop: 
Here are five apprentices foi 
every master mechanic. 

A boy with a technical school 
training has a decided advantage 
but any hoy who is desirous of suc¬ 
cess and works hard to learn his 


trade has great prospects for be¬ 
coming an expert in whatever 
phase of mechanics he has fol¬ 
lowed.
